AUTHORS  LEAGUE-SCREEN  WRITERS  SIGN  CONTRACT  WITH  INDEPENDENTS,  collective  bar¬ 
gaining  agreements  covering  freelance  TV  writers  on  network  shows  produced  by  pack-  • 
agers  of  "live"  programs.  The  Authors  League  of  America,  Inc.,  and  the  Screen 
Writers  Guild,  Inc.  had  previously  signed  contracts  with  independent  TV  film  pro¬ 
ducers  covering  the  employment  of  freelance  writers .  Last  week,  ballots  were  sent 
to  freelance  writers  who  were  employed  directly  by  the  nets  during  the  period  May  1, 
1952  through  April  30,  1953,  in  an  election  conducted  by  the  NLRB  to  determine  the 
collective  bargaining  representative.  The  NLRB  has  ruled  that  the  Television  Writois 
of  America  (a  local  unit  formed  in  Los  Angeles  about  eight  months  ago)  is  "too  limi¬ 
ted  in  scope"  to  represent  writers  nationally,  that  group  having  petitioned  the  Labor 
Board  for  a  local  unit  restricted  to  Los  Angeles.  The  Authors  League  also  announced 
May  27  that  representatives  of  the  League,  the  Dramatists  Guild,  the  Radio  Writers 
Guild,  the  Screen  Writers  Guild  and  the  Television  Writers  Group  have  unanimously 
agreed  to  the  formation  of  committees  on  both  coasts  for  an  early  settlement  of  ju¬ 
risdictional  problems,  which  had  threatened  relations  within  the  groups.
